IMPORTS AND EXPORTS 
ENCOURAGE TOURIST TRAFFIC 


CONVENTION OF MAYORS 
AND M. D.’S

Only the future will disc’ose the full 
importance of the recent Hyde Park 
declaration issued by President 
Roosevelt and Prime Minister Mac- 
kenzie King. Canadian inuustry musi 
bend its energies to the production of 
war materials needed by the United 
States. The coordination of the war 
Production of the two countries means 
that through shipments of goods to 
the United States, Canada will have 
more American money to buy needed 
war equipment from that country. It 
will ease very substantially the bur- 
dens of the Minister of finance, who 
is bringing out his budget on Tuesday, 
and has given encouragement io in- 
dustry. 


With rapidly increasing purchases 
of war supplies from the United 
States, Canada’s imports from that 
country in twelve months ending Feb- 
ruary amounted to 734 million dol ars 
while our exports to the American 
market were 460 million. Exporis are 


keeping up but they are being far 
outstripped by imports. In the same 
period Canada bought from Britain 


only 166 million dollars worth of com- 
modities while we sent 521 million 
dollars worth of goods across the 
ocean to the motherland. This siiua 
tion explains how imortant it is to 
Canada to have arranged that engines 
and other aircraft equipment bought 
from the United States to be used in 
planes for Britain will come under 
the lend-lease act and will not be a 
charge to Canada. It has already stim- 
ulated Canada’s aircraft production 
program. Before the summer orders 
for planes amounting to about 100 
million dollars will be let by the gov- 
ernment to Canadian companies. Can- 
ada is undertaking the manufacture 
of long range flying boats and fast 
American type bombers, r Howe has 
announced, Canada is now turning out 
about 45 planes of various types each 
weeks. 


Another means of easing the ex- 
change situation is through encour- 
agement of the tourist traffic. The 
budget is expected to say something 
about easing the restrictions on visit- 
ing the United States, but it is not be- 
lieved that there can be much change. 
It is pointed out that the tourist traf- 
fic from the United Sttes wouid have 
to increase by fifty er cent to make 
up for the loss in exchange which 
would come if the barriers against 
travel for pleasure in the United 
States were let down entirely. Estim- 
ates of the value of the “invisible 
balance” of the tourist trade in pre- 
vious years have been found to be 
much too high and have been cut 
down. According to therevised methb- 
Od of calculation, Canada in 1939 re- 
ceived 152 million dollars of American 
money and paid out 72 million. In 
1940 Canada got 122 million from the 
tourist expenses but lost 40 million. 
Restrictions on Canadian travel to 
the United States came into operation 
in July 1940. It is felt that every ef- 
fort should be made to explain to the 
people of the United States that it is 
the inexorable demand of the war sit- 
uation which prevents the door being 
thrown wide to Canadian travel in 
the United States, 

The federation of mayors and mun- 
icipalities which held its annual con- 
vention in Ottawa in the past week, 
made no formal demands upon the 
government because of the  serious- 
ness of the war situation, A number

In 1922 Raymond Massey gave 
business for good and went to Eng- 
land where he began his professiona!

career. Since that date he has played 
in London and New York, made pic- 
tures in Elstree and Hollywood, been 
both actor and producer, sometimes 
both hat once. Last year, recognized 
as Oe of the world’s great actors, he 
returned to Canada, donned a Canad- 
fan battle uniform again and became 
first ranking star in the first interna- 
tionally important motion picture ever 
produced in this country. Release 
date for Canadian showings has been 
set for May. 

The picture, which has now been 
completed, with final studio scenes 
Produced in embattled Britain, is 
“49th Parallel”, produced by Ortus 
Films of London and backed by the 
British Goverment. The story is ab- 
out Canada in the summer of 1940, 
with the film’s action following a 
group of Nazi submarine survivors in 
their efforts to make their way across 
Canada to safety in the United States. 
Raymond Massey, Leslie Howard and 
Anton Walbrook are the headlined 
stars and the picture is designed not 
as a propganda film but as moving 
picture entertainment to compete 
with other pictures in the theatres of 
the English-speaking world. 

The film is a significant one for 
Canadians. On its success may depend 
the future of Canada as a film produc 
ing country. Canadian scenery, Cana- 
dian cities and Canadian people are 
exploited in the picture, the British 
producers doing as they have done in 
previous productions dealing with 
other parts of the Empire, moving

How To Write Friends 
In Enemy Countries 


Personal Postal Messages To Enemy 
And Enemy-Occupied Countries— 


The Hon. W. P. Mulock, K. C., Post- 
master General, announces that arran- 
gements have been made by the Can- 
adian Post Office Deartment for a 
system of Personal Postal Messages 
to facilitate the sending of brief mes- 
Sages between persons in Canada and 
relatives and friends in enemy and 
enemy-occupied countries, including 
Germany, Austria, Italy, Czechoslav- 
akia, German occupied Poland, Bel- 
gium, Holland, Luxembourg, Norway, 


Denmark, occupied France and the 
Channel Islands. 
Such messages are to be written 


on an Official torm and are to be con- 
fined to simple messages not exceed- 
ing twenty words, which are purely 
persona] in character relating to fam- 
ily news or enquiry as to the well- 
being of the addressee or his relatives 
and frieds. Nothing of a political, 
economic or military nature is per- 
mitted. Messages should be written 
in block letters, and if possible, should 
be in English, French, or German. 

The messages will be transmitted 
through the intermediary of the Inter- 
national Red Cross ommittee at Gen- 
eva, Switzerland, on the special forms 
which may be obtained through any 
Postmaster. 

The fee for a Postal Message is 25c 
which pays postage to final destin- 
ation as well as postage from Geneva 
to Canada on the addressee’s reply.

soon as, but not one moment before,

“Suppose we were to say daily— to 

those 400,000,000 former customers 
of ours, both triends and enemies, in 
their own language—.

But 
when your hour strikes, pull down the 
dictators who govern you, liquidate 
the Gestapo, throw the concentration 
camps open and free the captives— 
for as soon as those things are done, 
the relief ships will be loaded, and 
you can clear your stricken ports for 
them! : 
“To the myriads in Europe, now 
blinded by hatred or suffering such a 
gift at such a time would be as the 
Glory of the Coming of the Lord.” 

Costly? Yes, it would be costly. But, 
s Dr Jackson says, it would not cost 
as much as even six months of war. 

It seems to us that the Canadian 
government, instead of regarding the 
Canadian wheat problem as a_ hoype- 
less one sapping the nation of funds 
that might go into our war effort, 
might well regard our wheat as a war 
potential of tremendous hitting power, 
and also might well take the initiat- 
ive in urging upon Britain and on the 
United States a plan along the lines 
sketched by Dr Jackson. 

Mr Churchill, as we have shown, 
has already given leadership in this 
general direction, Why cannot Can- 
ada give leadershi in an even greater 
and more co-ordinated plan, thus out- 
lining a major and immediate war aim 
that would lift up the hearts of all 
free peoples at this critical and fate- 
ful moment in the history of civiliza-

‘| WORLD OF WHEAT 


(By H. G. L. Strange) 
Directo: nthe Crop ‘Testing Plan 
Should the Government's hope for : 

reduction of wheat acreage 
take place, it will mean that the great- 
er part of the land which prairie far- 
nvers sow this spring will be summer- 
fallow,

Ried Cross goods sent to 
the United Kingdom from Canada tot- 
alled 87,347 cases and amounted to 
9,684,304 articles, Shipments were 
carried by 202 steamers, and goods 
were shiped direct to all ports of the 
United Kingdom, to Iceland, Kingston, 
Jamaica, Curacao, Dutch West Indies, 
Trinidad, Roumania, and Finland. 
Supplies worth $2,944,928 were also 
shipped for the I. O. D. B. and Auxil-

AGRICULTURE NOTES 

When sowing peas on land that had 
not previously grown peas, the seed 
should be inoculated but not treated 
against disease as formalin or Mer- 
curial dusts map destroy the inocul- 
un, 

Peas may be used as a forage or 
grain crop, If used as forage they are 
usually sown mixed with oats in the 
proportion of 1 bushel of peas to 1 
bushel of oats. This makes excellent 
hay or ensilage. It is not good for 
Pasture as it will not stand trampling, 
but it is sometimes used for hogs or 
sheep. 

As grain, peas make an excellent 
supplement for all classes of live 
stock. They should not exceed 25 per 
cent of the grain ration,

THE PRESS AND 
THE GOVERNMENT 


ISCONCEPTION relating to the 
M right of the press to criticize, 
commend or suggest to government 
bodies, provincial or federal, is often 
assailed. For that reason it is essent- 
jal that the position of the press in 
its relationship to governmental bod- 
jes should be examined. 

Many well-meaning people 
scientiously believe that the 
should express no conviction upon 
civic, provincial or federal affairs. 
They assume that to offer : 


con- 
press 


is to become partisan, They confuse 
; the meaning of the words “independ- 
; ent” and “neutral.” There is a very 
real and vital difference between the 
two. To be independent is to reserve 
the inalienable right of every citizen 
| to approve or disapprove of any public 
servitude 
to any particular party or group. To 
| be neutral is to avoid reference to any 
| contentious matter. To sum up the 
two it would be fair to say that inde- 
; pendence was that same privilege of 
| the individual to decide for himself, 
for which party he shall vote or which 
| chureh he shall attend without pres- 
| sure from party executives or | 


matter without thought of 


| ious dignitaries. To be neutral is to 
' admit that one is not prepared to 
‘ come to a decision or to make a stand 
| on any matter, and therefore to leave 
| it alone, 
| Another assumption of some men 
| and women in public office is that any 
| criticism offered in a newspaper is 
| personal, rather than objective. That 
‘is not true. Newspapers have been 
known to conducct violently personal 
campaigns, but it is the exception ra- 
ther than the rule, and if any critic- 
ism violates the laws of defamatory 
libel, the individual always has _ re-
